Leaving the 
Chinese province he went to Japan and engaged in school teaching near 
the capitol city of the Japanese empire. He taught several years and his 
work among the young men and young ladies was highly commended bv 
prominent Japanese government officials. 
Upon returning to the United 
States he contiued to teach school, teaching several years in Missouri, and 
after coming to this countv in 1893 he followed that profession for some 
time. 
In 1896 he engaged in the newspaper business, purchasing the Mes­ 
s e n g e r from William Forster . 
In 1907 Mr. Halcomb sold the paper to its 
present owners, he agqin taking up religious work. 
He was called to take 
charge of the Throckmorton church, and was its pastor at the time of his 
death. 
We knew this man; the writer was intimately associated with him daily 
for more than six years, and we believe that iu his passing we witness the 
going of that character of man the rising generation is taught to emulate. 
He was clean and honorable in his dealings with men, and he believed in and 
followed the teachings of Holy Writ. 
He was endowed by nature with a 
masterful mind, and his splendid training in the best schools of his state 
had doubly equipped him for the battles of life. 
This man was not what is 
termed a “ good mixer” with people; he was the reverse by nature-modest 
and retiring. 
Yow had to be intimately acquainted with him to fully appre­ 
ciate and know his splendid attainments and nobility of character

knew the man, aswell, probably better than any other citizen in Decatur 
outside of his immediate family circle, a n d ia our judgement he measured 
run in honesty, integrity, truth and moral worth as a man

Representative 
Rogers spoke to me in behalf of the 
matter several times, and was espec­ 
ially anxious for the application for 
the summer normal to be approved.
